To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Council. 


Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

1 have  much  pleasure  in  presenting  the  Annual  Report  on  the 
state  of  the  public  health  of  Bromsgrove  Urban  District  for  the  year 
ending  31st  December,  1950. 

The  general  health  of  the  community  remained  good.  The  district 
was  very  fortunate  in  being  only  slightly  involved  in  the  extensive 
outbreak  of  Acute  Anterior  Poliomyelitis  which  occurred  in  the 
Midlands. 

The  death-rate  from  Tuberculosis  showed  a dramatic  fall,  but  the 
number  of  cases  on  the  register  continued  to  rise. 

Housing  remained  the  most  urgent  and  worrying  public  health 
problem,  the  number  of  new  houses  built  during  the  year  being  many 
times  below  the  requirements  for  relieving  overcrowding  or  replacing 
condemned  property.  Applications  for  Council  Houses  continued 
to  rise. 

The  Department  continued  its  efforts  towards  the  cleaner  handling 
of  foodstuffs  in  shops,  canteens  and  cafes.  A public  meeting  was 
held  in  November  in  an  effort  to  bring  the  principles  of  food  hygiene 
before  the  conscience  of  the  public.  Great  progress  has  been  made 
through  the  hard  work  of  your  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector  and  his 
Assistants  during  the  past  years  towards  the  safe  handling  of  food, 
and  I am  happy  to  say  that  the  standards  prevailing  throughout  the 
districts  are  good,  but  there  is  still  room  for  improvement. 

I wish  to  thank  the  Members  of  the  Council  for  the  help,  kindness 
and  consideration  extended  to  me  since  I took  up  office,  and  I would 
like  to  thank  Mr.  Jessop,  Senior  Officers  and  their  staffs  for  their 
co-operation.  Finally  I would  thank  Mr.  Holden,  the  Assistant 
Sanitary  Inspectors,  and  the  staff  of  the  Health  Department  for  their 
enthusiastic  work  and  their  forbearance  towards  yet  another  new 
Medical  Officer.

The  number  of  births  406  showed  a fall  of  one-eighth  from  t he 
previous  year  (472),  bringing  about  a very  substantial  fall  in  tire 
birth-rate  (14.6,)  which  was  1.2  births  per  1,000  below  the  average  for 
England  and  Wales  of  15.8  and  2.6  per  1,000  below  the  rate  for  the 
district  in  1949  (17.21).  The  1949  rate  of  17.2  was  .5  births  per 
thousand  above  the  rate  for  the  whole  country  for  that  year  (16.7). 

It  is  difficult  to  suggest  a reason  for  a fall  in  birth-rate  in  the 
district  of  almost  three  times  that  shown  for  the  whole  of  England 
and  Wales.  It  is  possible  that  the  conditions  of  housing  shortage  and 
overcrowding  may  have  been  a factor. 

The  illegitimacy  rate  of  36.94  per  1,009  total  live  births  showed 
an  increase  slightly  over  the  1938  figure  of  33.5.

Although  the  numbers  of  still  births  remained  the  same  as  last 
year,  the  still  birth  rate  showed  a rise  due  to  the  fall  in  the  number 
of  births. 

The  rate  of  still  births  per  1 ,000  of  the  population  of  .25  was 
substantially  below  that  of  England  and  Wales  of  0.37.

The  major  causes  of  death  I'emained  substantially  the  same  as  in 
1949.  Deaths  from  heart  disease  remained  the  major  cause,  the 
greater  proportion  being  natural  deaths  from  old  age  ; t he  proportion 
due  to  cancer  and  other  malignant  disease  increased  but  was  still 
below  that  of  1 948.  The  proportion  of  deaths  from  accidents  remained 
the  same.  There  was,  however,  a very  substantial  fall  in  the  proportion 
of  tuberculosis  deaths.  The  number  of  deaths  at  5 was  a third  of 
the  1949  figure  (15).

The  infant  mortality  showed  a substantial  decrease  over  the 
previous  year.  There  were  7 less  deaths.'  The  figure  of  27.09  deaths 
per  1,000  live  births  was  below  the  average  for  England  and  Wales 
of  29.8  for  the  first  time.  This  was  over  30  per  1,000  below  the  1938 
figure.  8 out  of  11  deaths  recorded  were  in  infants  under  four 
weeks  of  age.

These  clinics,  administered  by  the  County  Council,  continued  to- 
do  valuable  service  towards  the  preservation  of  health  and  the  preven- 
tion of  disease.  The  great  help  given  at  the  Infant  Welfare  Clinics 
by  voluntary  workers  was  very  much  appreciated  by  the  Medical  and 
Nursing  staffs. 

(b)  Home  Nursing  and  Midwifery. 

Three  agencies  were  available  to  provide  help  to  the  expectant 
mother: — (1)  The  family  doctor — ante  and  post-natal  care  and 
conduct  of  the  confinement.  (2)  The  County  Council — ante  natal 
clinics  and  provision  of  midwives  to  conduct  delivery  or  assist  the 
family  doctor  as  maternity  nurses.  (3)  The  Regional  Hospital  Board — 
provision  of  hospital  beds  for  delivery  and  treatment.  The  functions 
of  these  three  agencies  overlapped  to  some  degree,  but.  by  co-operation 
between  them,  the  midwifery  service  ran  smoothly  and  to  the  benefit 
of  the  mothers  and  their  babies. 
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However,  there  were  still  too  few  maternity  beds  available  in.  the 
district.  The  County  Medical  Officer  acted  as  Agent  for  the  Regional 
Hospital  Board  in  the  allocation  of  the  beds.  It  is  hoped  that,  when 
the  Maternity  Unit  at  All  Saints  Hospital,  Bromsgrove,  is  fully 
functioning,  the  needs  of  the  district  will  be  more  adequately  met. 

The  County  Council  provided  Nurse-Mid  wives  who  did  home 
nursing  and  attended  maternity  cases  in  the  district.

<c)  Health  Visiting. 

The  County  Council  continued  to  provide  a Health  Visiting  Service. 
The  Health  Visitors  are  nurse-midwives  especially  trained  in  the  care 
of  healthy  infants  and  young  children.  They  visit  mothers  front  four 
weeks  after  the  birth  of  their  infants  and  advise  on  the  maintenance  of 
breast  feeding  and  the  general  care  of  the  baby.  They  also  attended 
infant  welfare  clinics  and  acted  as  school  nurses. 

These  nurses  do  valuable  work  in  health  education,  bringing  advice 

on  all  health  matters  to  the  mother  in  the  home  and  in  the  clinic.

(d)  Laboratory  Facilities.  . , 

Bacteriological  Examinations  were  carried  out  by  the  Public  Health 
Laboratory  Service,  Royal  Infirmary,  Worcester,  and  chemical 
analyses  were  made  by  the  County  Laboratory,  County  Building^, 
Worcester. 

These  services  did  valuable  work  in  the  diagnosis  and  in  prevention 
of  the  spread  of  infectious  disease. 

(e)  Diphtheria  Immunisation  and  Smallpox  Vaccination. 

The  County  Council  provided  a free  Immunisation  and  Vaccination 
Service  through  which  parents  could  have  their  children  protected 
against  Diphtheria  and  Smallpox  either  through  clinics  or  by  their 
own  doctors. 

Locally  this  service  was  arranged  through  the  Urban  District's 
Health  Department.  Details  of  the  number  of  Immunisations  and 
Vaccinations  done  is  given  under  Section  (F).

All  these  hospital  services,  with  the  exception  of  the  Redditch 
Maternity  Hospital,  a voluntary  body,  were  provided  by  the  Birming- 
ham Regional  Hospital  Board.  Rigby  Hall  Maternity  Hospital  was 
leased  to  the  Board  by  the  Worcestershire  County  Council. 

( g ) Health  Education. 

The  Council  subscribes  to  the  Central  Council  for  Health  Education  - 
In  general,  the  working  agreement  has  been  that  the  Central  Council 
for  Health  Education  are  responsible  for  supplying  general  health 
education  material,  while  the  District  Council  has  to  supply  material 
used  in  campaigns  for  specific  diseases  as  part  of  their  Disease  Preven- 
tion Service. 

(h)  Care  of  the  Aged  and  Infirm. 

The  National  Assistance  Act,  1946,  gave  local  Sanitary  Authorities 
the  power  to  seek  a Court  Order  for  the  removal  of  old  and  infirm 
persons  in  need  of  care  and  protection  and  living  under  insanitary 
conditions.  A few  Cases  have  been  brought  to  the  attention  of  your 
Medical  Officer  with  a view  to  the  employment  of  this  power  in  order 
to  commit  certain  aged  persons  to  suitable  institutions.  So  far,  it 
has  been  possible  to  find  a solution  to  the  presenting  problems  by 
persuading  these’  old  folk  to  go  voluntarily  to  a home  or  to  hospital 
or  by  making  other  arrangements  for  their  welfare. 

The  forcing  of  old  people,  against  their  will,  “for  their  own  good." 
into  homes  for  tin1  aged  may  be  detrimental  to  their  very  survival, 
although  their  poor  and  insanitary  circumstances  appear  to  merit 
such  action.  These  powers  should  only  be  exercised  in  very  extreme 
and  exceptional  cases.

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SECTION  C. 


SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 


The  work  carried  out  by  the  Sanitary  Inspectors  is  given  in  a report 
by  your  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector.  A detailed  statement  of  the 
sanitary  state  of  the  district  is  included  in  the  report,  from  which  it 
will  be  seen  that  some  improvements  have  been  carried  out  to  water 
supplies  and  drainage.  In  many  cases,  further  improvements  cannot 
be  carried  out  until  more  sewers  and  water  mains  are  provided  and 
Slum  Clearance  can  again  be  carried  out.  It  is  satisfactory  to  note 
that  98.3%  of  the  houses  in  the  district  are  provided  with  a mains 
supply  of  water. 

The  water  supplied  by  the  East  Worcestershire  Waterworks  Com- 
pany is  sampled  frequently  both  by  the  Company  and  the  Sanitary 
Inspector  and  specimen  reports  are  set  out  below  : —

Refuse  collections  and  disposal  are  supervised  by  the  Surveyor- 
The  collections  of  refuse  are  weekly  in  the  town  and  fortnightly  in  the 
more  rural  district.

SECTION  D. 

HOUSING. 

The  housing  problem,  on  which  comments  have  been  made  in 
previous  Annual  Reports,  is  still  with  us  and  still  adds  further  to  almost 
every  health  problem  with  which  the  Department  is  confronted. 
Many  people  visit  the  Department  in  the  hope  of  receiving  assistance 
to  obtain  a new  Council  house,  but  it  is  very  rarely  that  any  real 
assistance  can  be  given.  There  are  so  many  applicants  for  houses, 
that  if  the  claims  of  those  who  apply  on  health  grounds  (other  thau 
Tuberculosis)  were  admitted,  then  the  supply  of  available  houses 
would  be  more  than  completely  absorbed.  The  arrangement  with 
the  Housing  Committee  that  preference  should  be  given  to  the 
satisfactory  housing  of  persons  suffering  from  Tuberculosis  is  much 
appreciated  and  we  look  forward  to  the  time  when  the  Committee  will 
be  able  to  re-house  all  persons  living  under  gross  overcrowded  and 
unfit  conditions.  If  this  could  be  achieved,  the  resultant  gains  in  the 
health  of  the  community  would  be  evident.

Tents,  Vans  and  Sheds. 

The  number  of  persons  dwelling  in  caravans  is  on  the  increase  due 
to  the  shortage  of  housing  accommodation.  The  problem  of  proper 
sanitary  control  of  caravan  sites  is  carefully  watched.  There  are  no 
big  sites  in  the  district,  but  there  are  individual  vans  on  small  plots  of 
land.  Approval  from  the  Local  Authority  is  required  to  the  establish- 
ment of  any  caravan  both  from  a town  planning  aspect  and  from  a 
public  health  point  of  view. 


SECTION  E. 


INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 


During  the  year,  this  work  has  received  special  attention  in  all 
branches,  particularly  in  regard  to  Clean  Food.  Details  and  work 
done  are  set  out  in  the  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector’s  Report. 

The  lectures  and  film  show  given  at  the  latter  end  of  the  year 
arranged  by  the  Health  Department,  with  the  co-operation  of  the 
Central  Office  of  Information,  did  give  an  indication  that  the  subject 
of  Clean  Food  was  one  in  which  not  only  the  traders  were  interested, 
but  the  public  as  well. 

The  subject  of  food  hygiene  is  still  receiving  attention  by  the 
Officers  of  the  Health  Department  in  the  course  of  their  daily  routine 
visits  and  the  co-operation  of  the  food  traders  in  the  town  is,  I am 
sure,  bringing  about  a better  standard  of  food  handling.  One  now 
sees  in  some  food  shops  glass  and  perspex  screens  to  protect  food 
from  contamination  and  a few  of  the  food  shops  have  been  completely 
modernised. 

The  provision  of  constant  hot  water  supplies  in  the  rooms  at  the 
rear  of  shops  for  hand  washing  is  a very  big  contribution  towards  food 
hygiene.  If  the  facilities  for  hand  washing  are  read'ly  available,  this 
operation  is  likely  to  be  carried  out  much  more  frequently  than  if 
water  has  to  be  heated  in  a kettle,  before  use. 

Further  efforts  are  being  made  to  bring  about  still  greater  improve" 
ments  and,  although  the  progress  may  appear  to  be  slow,  there  is,  I 
am  convinced,  a far  greater  appreciation  of  the  need  for  hygienic 
methods  of  preparation  and  handling  of  food  than  ever  before.

Poliomyelitis. 

The  district  was  fortunate  in  escaping  lightly  from  the  epidemic 
of  acute  poliomyelitis  which  swept  the  Midlands  during  the  summer. 
Four  cases  occurred  in  the  district  with  illness  commencing  in  the 
months  of  March.  .Tune,  July  and  December.  No  connection  was 
discovered  between  the  cases  or  with  cases  occurring  in  other  districts. 
The  ages  were  51  years,  14  years,  23  years  and  35  years.  All  exhibited 
paralysis  of  varying  degree.  One  case  was  extremely  severe.  There 
were  no  deaths.

For  tlio  second  consecutive  year,  only  1 case  o£  diphtheria  was 
notified.  The  immunisation  campaign  against  this  disease  received 
a set-back  owing  to  its  suspension  during  the  poliomyelitis 
epidemic.  The  decision  to  suspend  this  service  was  taken  jus 
a result  of . the  finding,  in  ji  previous  epidemic,  that  there  was  a 
certain  very  slight  risk  of  children,  who  had  received  inoculation 
within  three  months  of  contracting  poliomyelitis,  developing  paralysis 
in  the  limb  injected.  This  was  thought  to  be  due  to  the  slight  trauma 
inflicted  on  the  muscle  by  the  injection,  predisposing  to  the  affection 
of  that  muscle  when  the  poliomyelitis  infection  was  present. 

The  publicity  given  to  these  findings  led  to  parents  not  being 
willing  to  take  this  very  slight  risk.  There  was,  as  a result , a substant  ial 
full  in  the  numbers  immunised  during  the  year.

The  number  of  children  immunised  during  the  year  showed  a 
decrease  in  Primary  Immunisations  of  one-third  of  last  year’s  figures, 
in  the  under  5 years  of  age  group.  It  is  hoped  that  the  deficiency 
may  be  remedied  next  yrear. 

It  cannot  be  stressed  too  strongly  that  danger  from  diphtheria  is 
by  no  means  over  and  every  effort  must  be  made  to  convince  the 
parents  of  babies  and  young  children,  especially  those  under  school  age, 
to  whom  this  disease  is  most  deadly,  to  have  their  children  protected 
by  immunisation.  Immunised  children  can  contract  diphtheria,  but 
never,  or  very  seldom,  die,  whereas  a high  proportion  of  unimmunised 
cases  do  succumb. 
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Smallpox. 

There  were  no  cases  of  smallpox  in  the  district  (luring  the  year. 
'Phe  notice  of  t lie  public,  however,  was  directed  to  the  ever  present 
possibility  of  it  being  imported  into  the  country,  and  the  danger  to 
the  unvaccinated,  by  outbreaks  in  Glasgow  and  Brighton. 

It  was  satisfactory  to  note,  as  shown  by  the  following  table,  that 
the  number  of  primary  vaccinations  showed  a slight  increase.

Scarlet  Fever. 

The  incidence  of  scarlet  fever  remained  at  a similar  level  to  the 
previous  year.  This  is  a disease  which  is  fundamentally  a sore  throat 
with  a “ scarlet  ” rash  caused  by  an  organism  which,  in  some  indivi- 
duals, produces  a rash  and  in  others  does  not  do  so.  It  is  possible 
that  for  every  case  which  produces  a rasli  and  is  notified,  there  are  a 
number  of  other  cases  with  equally  severe  infections  of  the  throat  and 
with  equal  dangers  from  resultant  complications,  which  are  not  even 
brought  to  the  notice  of  the  doctor. 

Throat  infections  in  children  should  not.  be  taken  lightly  and 
medical  advice  should  be  sought.  Many  ear,  heart  and  rheumatic 
conditions  may  have  their  origin,  in  a “ sore  throat.” 

Enteric  Fever. 

One  case  of  paratyphoid  fever  occurred  during  the  year’.  It  was 
not  possible  to  find  the  source  of  infection,  but  no  further  case  resulted. 


Dysentery. 

Nineteen  cases  of  dysentery,  mostly  of  the  Sonne  variety,  were 
notified  during  the  year. 

Two  outbreaks  occurred  in.  institutions  in  the  district  . Institutional 
outbreaks  of  this  disease  are  extremely  difficult  to  control  and  it  was 
found  necessary  to  cease  admission  of  children  to  one  of  the  institutions 
until  the  existing  patients  and  staff  were  clear. 

A small  outbreak  of  Sonne  dysentery  occurred  in  a number  of 
children  and  adults  who  attended  a children’s  party.  It  was  thought, 
but  not  proved,  to  be  caused  by  a trifle  made  a few  days  before  the 
party  by  a person  who  later  showed  symptoms  of  the  disease. 
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Food  Poisoning. 

One  case  of  food  poisoning  was  notified  during  the  year.  The 
source  of  the  infection  was  not  found. 

The  small  outbreak  of  Sonne  dysentery,  noted  above,  may  have 
been  food-borne,  but  no  bacteriological  evidence  was  found  to  support 
this  assumption. 

There  was  no  other  outbreak  of  food  poisoning  reported  during 
the  year. 

Measles. 

The  notifications  of  measles  were  less  than  last  year,  but  did  not 
show  the  fall  to  be  expected  after  last  year’s  large  incidence.  This 
was  mainly  due  to  a large  number  of  cases  in  Rubery  where  there  was 
a low  incidence  last  year. 

The  disease  was  very  mild  in  nature.  Unfortunately,  parents  are 
apt  to  consider  that  measles  in  children  is  an  “ inevitable  ” childhood 
complaint  and  take  few  precautions  to  keep  the  children  free  from 
possible  contacts  with  the  disease  or  prevent  children,  with  the  disease, 
from  spreading  it  to  others.  As  complications  can  follow  and  care  is 
needed  in  treatment  and  nursing,  this  should  be  considered  as  a serious 
disease. 

Whooping  Cough. 

The  incidence  of  whooping  cough  fell  considerably  ; there  were 
15  cases  notified. 

This  is  a very  serious  and  debilitating  disease  and  now  ranks  as 
one  of  the  major  killing  infectious  diseases  of  childhood.  Trials  are 
being  carried  out  in  certain  regions  in  the  country  with  various 
vaccines  in  an  attempt  to  find  an  efficient  form  of  immunisation 
against  the  disease.  Great  progress  is  being  made  and  it  is  hoped 
that  within  the  next  few  years  as  sine  a method  of  protection  against 
whooping  cough  as  is  already  available  against  diphtheria  will  be 
found. 

Vaccines  are  available,  but  their  efficiency  is  not  known.  However, 
they  are  thought  to,  at  least,  modify  the  disease. 

Dr.  Pugh  lias  immunised  a considerable  number  of  children  against 
whooping  cough  at  the  Bromsgrove  Clinic. 

Tuberculosis. 

Tuberculosis  continued  to  be  notified  to  the  Urban  District  Council 
and  a Register  kept.  Following  the  implementation  of  the  National 
Health  Service  Act,  1940,  the  responsibility  for  the  treatment  of 
Tuberculosis  passed  from  the  County  Council  to  the  Regional  Hospital 
Board,  but  the  County  Council  still  remained  responsible  for  the 
Prevention  and  After-Care.  The  Tuberculosis  Officers  became  Officers 
of  the  Regional  Hospital  Board  but  remained  at  the  disposal  of  the 
County  Council  for  duties  in  connection  with  Prevention  and  After- 
Care. 
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The  Bromsgrove  Tuberculosis  Clinic  has  now  moved  to  All  Saints 
Hospital  and  facilities  for  X-Ray  are  provided  there.

•During  the  year  16  new  cases  of  tuberculosis  were  notified,  13  being 
pulmonary  and  3 non-pulmonary.  This  was  a decrease  on  the  previous 
year  when  24  new  cases  were  notified.  There  were  5 deaths,  a third 
of  the  previous  year’s  figure  of  15  and  almost  a quarter  of  the  1948 
figure  of  19.  Of  the  deaths,  4 were  pulmonary  and  1 non-pulmonary. 

It  is  hoped  that  the  decrease  in  the  number  of  new  cases  and  of 
deaths  will  continue.  However,  the  total  number  of  cases  on  the 
Register  showed  an  increase  of  13  which  indicated  that  the  “ cures  ” 
are  not  keeping  pace  with  the  new  cases. 


Unfortunately,  t hero  are  still  not  enough  sanatorium  beds  available 
for  treatment  and  the  waiting  time  for  these  beds  is  still  too  long. 
Cases  have  to  wait  at  home,  often  in  most  unsuitable  surroundings, 
until  beds  are  found.  During  this  waiting  period  there  is  a danger 
of  infection  of  contacts,  and  it  is  for  this  reason  that  every  effort  must 
be  made  to  ensure  early  hospitalisation  of  these  cases. 

A Tuberculosis  After-Care  Committee,  a Sub-Committee  of  the 
County  Tuberculosis  After-Care  Committee  was  formed  in  the  District 
in  DM9  and.  though  it  is  in  its  infancy,  has  done  much  to  give  that 
little  extra  help  to  needy  tuberculosis  patients  and  their  families. 

REPORT  OF  THE  CHIEF  SANITARY  INSPECTOR  FOR  THE 

YEAR  1950. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  submitting  to  you  a report  of  the  work  carried 
out  by  the  Sanitary  Inspectors  during  1950. 

The  year  has  been  one  of  considerable  activity  in  connection  with 
the  Clean  Food  Drive  and  although  much  still  remains  to  be  done, 
particularly  in  regard  to  the  protection  of  food  when  exposed  for  sale, 
I am  confident  that  a.  greater  appreciation  of  the  need  for  careful 
food  handling  is  being  recognised  by  the  traders  and  the  general  public. 

In  other  spheres,  particularly  relating  to  housing  defects,  progress  lias 
been  slow.  Notices  requiring  the  remedy  of  urgent  sanitary  defects 
are  served  frequently  on  houses  which  are  obviously  only  fit  for 
demolition,  and  some  temporary  improvement  is  effected.  Often 
these  defects  recur  after  a very  short  time  on  property  of  this  type, 
and  I am  sure  that  everyone  concerned — owners,  occupiers  and  the 
local  authority  officers — will  be  very  pleased  when  these  unsatisfactory 
old  houses  can  be  wiped  out. 

A sewer  extension  at  Stourbridge  Road  and  Church  Road.  Catshilb 
enabled  us  to  get  satisfactory  drainage  at  49  houses.  There  are  still 
over  800  houses  in  the  district  where  the  sewer  is  not  available.  It  is 
appreciated  that  there  are  certain  engineering  and  other  difficulties 
which  will  require  to  be  overcome  before  sewers  can  be  laid  to  serve 
all  these  houses,  but  L am  looking  forward  to  the  day  when  at  least  the 
greater  proportion  of  the  800  will  be  served  by  sewers. 

I should  again  like  to  record  my  appreciation  of  the  work  of  the 
Staff  of  the  Department  ; without  their  whole-hearted  co-operation 
and  keenness  it  would  have  been  impossible  to  achieve  t he  improvements 
which  are  recorded  in  this  report.  I should  also  like  to  thank  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health,  the  Clerk  of  the  Council,  the  Surveyor,  the 
Housing  Manager  and  all  the  other  Officers  of  the  Council  for  their  help 
at  all  times,  and  also  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health 
Committee  for  their  interest  and  support  in  our  endeavours.

Food  Premises. 


During  t lie  year  an  intensive  campaign  was  carried  out  in  connect  ion 
with  clean  food  and  food  premises.  Over  850  visits  and  revisits  were 
made  to  licensed  premises,  food  shops  and  food  preparing  premises. 
The  Byelaws  made  under  Section  15  of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act  which 
were  adopted  by  the  Council  in  April,  1950.  were  distributed  by  the 
Sanitary  Inspectors  to  every  shop,  public-house  and  cafe  in  the  district. 
A pamphlet  on  suggestions  and  recommendations  to  ensure  a safe  food 
supply  was  also  given  to  all  food  traders.  At  the  latter  end  (d‘  the 
year,  a Meeting  was  arranged  in  the  Parish  Hall  at  which  all  food 
traders  and  the  public  were  invited.  Invitations  were  also  sent  to 
92  other  organisations  inviting  their  support.  Approximately  170 
persons,  representing  all  types  of  trades  and  the  public,  listened  to  the 
lectures  and  saw  films  on  food  hygiene,  a short  discussion  was  held 
after,  and  it  was  evident  that  there  is  a considerable  interest  in  food 
hygiene  by  all  sections  and,  although  there  is  still  much  to  be  done 
in  this  direction,  progress  is  being  made. 

There  are  approximately  280  food  shops  (including  cafes,  canteens 
and  licensed  premises)  in  the  district  and,  of  these,  just,  over  200  (75%) 
are  provided  with  means  for  providing  a constant  supply  of  hot  water. 
During  the  year  46  instantaneous  water  heaters  were  provided  on 
request  from  this  department,  and  repairs,  redecorations  and  improve- 
ments were  carried  out  at  15  premises. 

On  Fair  Day,  visits  were  made  to  the  vendors  of  food  in  order' to 
ascertain  that  the  stalls  and  vehicles  were  satisfactory.  In  many 
cases  washing  facilities  were  provided  on  the  vehicles  and  conditions 
found  were  generally  satisfactory. 

The  Meat  Depot  in  Windsor  Street  is  inspected  periodically.  This 
building  is  used  as  a temporary  measure  until  the  Government’s  policy 
on  slaughtering  is  known.  The  meat  is  received  there  from  Birmingham 
for  distribution  to  butchers  and  is  transported  to  the  retail  shops  by 
means  of  special  lorries. 

The  Surveyor  and  the  Food  Office  co-operate  with  this  Department 
in  connection  with  new  plans  and  licences  granted  to  catering  establish 
ments. 

The  number  of  premises  registered  in  the  district  for  the  preparation 
or  manufacture  of  preserved  food  is  27. 

Slaughter  of  Animals  Act,  1933. 

During  the  year  there  were  12  renewals  and  3 new  licences  granted 
under  the  above  Act.  In  all  cases,  applicants  stated  they  were  prepared 
to  use  a humane  killer. 

Milk  Supply. 

The  supervision  of  milk  by  the  Local  Authority  is  now  confined  to 
dairies.  Forty  visits  were  made  to  the  dairies  in  the  district  during  the 
year. 
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The  four  dairies  in  the  district  were  inspected  having  in  mind  the 
new  Milk  and  Dairies  Regulations  J 949,  and  all  four  were  brought  up 
to  this  standard.  Improvements  carried  out  included  facilities  for 
satisfactorily  sterilising  bottles  and  churns,  and  separate  modern  milk 
stores.  Facilities  for  hand  washing  were  also  provided  at  two  dairies.

Owing  to  the  numerous  factors  governing  the  hygienic  quality  of 
ice  cream  it  is  unwise  to  pay  too  much  attention  to  the  bacteriological 
results  on  any  single  sample.  Judgment  should  be  based  rather  on  a 
series  of  samples.  It  is  suggested  that  over  a six-monthly  period 
50  per  cent  of  a vendor’s  samples  should  fall  into  Grade  1,  80  per  cent 
into  Grades  1 or  2,  not  more  than  20  per  cent  into  G rade  3 and  none 
into  Grade  4.

The  fat  content  of  ice  cream  is  of  a much  higher;  standard,  the 
greater  proportion  of  samples  giving  over  9%  fat. 

There  has  been  an  increase  in  the  number  of  premises  registered 
for  the  sale  of  ice  cream,  most  premises  being  registered  for  the  sale 
of  pre-packed  ice  cream  only.  In  the  multi-trade  shops,  this  is  an 
advantage  as  little  handling  is  then  done.  Where  loose  ice  cream  is 
sold,  attention  is  paid  by  the  Department  to  the  storage  and  sterility 
of  ice  cream  servers  when  not  in  use.  Traders  are  advised  to  make 
use  of  quaternary  ammonium  compounds  to  assist  in  the  sterilisation 
of  utensils.  These  facts  probably  contribute  to  the  high  bacteriological 
standard  of  ice  cream  in  the  district.  A watch  is  kept  on  ice  cream 
vehicles  which  enter  the  district,  but  they  do  not  have  to  be  registered 
for  the  sale  of  ice  cream  as  they  are  not  premises  within  the  meaning 
of  the  Act.  This  is  unfortunate  as  there  should  be  more  control  over 
these  vehicles.

Tents,  Vans  and  Sheds. 

At  the  end  of  1950  there  were  20  moveable  dwellings  in  full-time 
occupation  in  the  district  on  a temporary  basis.  During  the  year, 
there  Were  3 applications  to  establish  caravan  colonies,  one  at  Marlbrook 
(6  vans)  Which  Was  refused,  one  at  Rubery  (3  vans)  which  Was  granted 
on  appeal  to  the  Magistrates  for  two  years,  and  one  at  Blackwell 
(30  vans)  which  was  not  proceeded  with.  Many  enquiries  are  made 
at  the  Office  as  to  suitable  licensed  caravan  sites  in  the  area,  but  no 
help  can  be  given  to  these  people  due  to  no  sites  being  available. 


Water  Supply. 

Thirty-one  samples  of  the  town’s  supply  were  submitted  to  the 
County  Analyst  for  chemical  and  bacteriological  analysis,  all  of  which 
were  satisfactory. 


Fourteen  .samples  from  wells  and  springs  were  submitted  and  5 
samples  were  found  to  be  unfit  ; 4 of  these  were  from  wells  serving 
13  properties  and  these  were  abolished  and  mains  water  provided. 
A total  of  31  premises  were  provided  with  mains  water  in  lieu  of  unfit 
Wells. 

The  laying  of  the  water  main  in  Wildmoor  Lane  was  completed 
during  the  year,  thus  completing  five  of  the  nine  schemes  planned. 
One  further  scheme,  Fairfield  Road,  was  under  consideration  at  the 
end  of  the  year.  The  three  schemes  not  commenced  are  Kidderminster 
Road.  Beacon  Hill  and  Holywell  Lane,  serving  a total  of  25  houses. 


Drainage. 

The  sewer  in  Stourbridge  Road,  Catshill,  was  completed  during  the 
year  and  satisfactory  drainage  was  provided  at  49  houses.  Preliminary 
enquiries  were  made  of  the  owners  of  houses  on  the  line  of  the  proposed 
sewer  extension  in  Beacon  Hill  and  most  of  the  owners  stated  their 


willingness  to  connect  to  the  sewer  when  laid.

RODENT  CONTROL. 

A full-time  operator  is  employed  to  undertake  treatment  on  all 
Council  and  private  properties,  and  a summary  of  the  work  carried  out 
is  set  out  below.  The  rodent  problem  in  the  district  is  now  mainly 
reduced  to  minor,  scattered  infestations  and  the  maintenance  treat- 
ments of  sewers  and  the  brookcourse,  together  with  block  control  of 
centres  of  infestation,  have  kept  the  town  district  comparatively  free 
from  rats.  The  scattered  infestations  referred  to  are  usually  associated 
with  domestic  poultry  or  pig-keeping.  The  Sewage  Works  and  refuse 
t ips  receive  regular  attention.
